3. II (d) Cleaning, Sanitization, Housekeeping, and Pest Control . . .repeated failure to maintain 
an effective program for the control of insects, external parasites affecting dogs, and birds and 
mammals that are pests so as to promote the health and well being of the animals and reduce 
contamination by pests in animal areas
